March Blows in With 


High Wind and Snow 


March roared its way into War- 


ren county with great gusts of 
^wind, heavy snow, and a light 
mixture of rain to make driving 
conditions, during the first few 
hours of March, the worst of the 


,^ entire winter. 


Then, not satisfied with its for- 


midable entry, the new ^month 
brought a repeat performance, 
Saturday night, which was even 
worse and nearly paralyzed the 
countryside. 


Friday night's late drivers crept 


over the treacherous roads and 
streets, gave sighs of relief as they 
reached home, and said "Well, 
that's over for this year." They 
^spoke too soon and if they were 
^<out and about on Saturday night, 


they went all through it again, 
with increased tempo. 


Parks Commisioner Gilbert H. 


Reier reported only a trace of 
snow to start off Friday at 7 a. m., 
three inches recorded by 7 a. m. 
Saturday, and three more by 7 a. 
m. Sunday. Four inches remained 
on the ground at 7 a. m. today, 
with an additional five inches 
promised for tonight in early 


?-, weather reports. 


A new long distance switch- 


board is now being installed in the 
Warren Central Office of The Bell 
Telephone Company of Pennsyl- 
vania, which will result in speedier 
service on most out-of-town calls, 
it was announced today by H. M. 
Stevenson, district manager of the 
company. 


The new switchboard, which will 


cost $226,150 and is scheduled to 
be placed in service late in May, 
will have equipment permitting 
operators to dial calls direct to 
telephones in Bradford, Corry, Oil 
City, Youngsville, Ridgway, Grand 
Valley, Tidioute and Erie, he said:- 


This will mean that on toll calls 


to these points, only one operator 
will be needed to handle each call. 
At the present time, it is neces- 
sary for the~Warren operator to 
"pass" the call to another operator 
at the terminating central office, 
and the second operator makes the 
connection to the desired tele- 
phone. 


At the same time, late In May, 


Stevenson said, the name of the 
Russell Office will be changed to 
"Plateau" when new and larger 
dial central office equipment is 
placed in service there. 
This 


change is in. accordance with the 
nationwide Bell System toll dial- 
ing program and makes it easier 
for operators to dial long distance 
calls. 


All Russell subscribers will be 


assigned new telephone numbers at 
that time, and to make local calls, 
they will dial the first-two letters 
of the new central office name, 
"P-L" followed by the five digits 
ofr the number. A directory sup- 
plement, with all the new listings, 
will be distributed to all Russell 
and Warren subscribers just be- 
fore the 'change. 


This project will cost approxi- 


mately $46,350 which includes the 
construction of an addition to the 
building on Liberty street, Russell. 


Stevenson said that after the 


new Warren long distance switch- 
board is placed in service, five of 
the operators' working positions 
on the present 
long distance 


switchboard will be changed to 
'handle local calls, at a cost of 
about $40,000. 


This will enable the Warren of- 


fice to handle more than 600 new 
subscribers, and will provide facil- 
ities for all of the 162 persons now 
waiting for service in Warren. It 
is expected all wiU receive tele- 
phones in July, he said. 


Another equipment addition is 


scheduled for early in 1954 which 
will increase the capacity of the 
central office by another 400, he 
added. 


The new long distance switch- 


board will have facilities ,for 15 
operators to work at one time, as 
compared to 13 now. The local 
switchboards, at which 18 oper- 
ators can now work, will be in- 
creased to 23 working positions in 
June and to 25 next year. 


The new Russell dial equipment 


will have an initial capacity to 
handle about 700 subscribers, an 
increase of about 100 over the 
present capacity. 
Facilities for 


another 100 subscribers are ex- 
pected to be added during 1954, 
Stevenson said.

Lakewood and Busti responded to 
the alarm, the New York com- 
panies assisting under the mutual 
aid arrangement, Celoron sent a 
truck to stand by in Sugar Grove 
while its two trucks were at Bear 


Mr. Weaver had been in 


the mill at 8 a. m. and found 
everything in order. The manager, 
Doyle Tuegh, lives in Corry. 


Water was at first available 


from a small stream not far from 
the mill but when this ran out, 
the trucks had to race to the 
banks of Bear Lake, two miles 
away, to fill their tanks. 


The mill, a Quonset-type struc- 


ture covered with metal sheet- 
ing, suffered about $10,000 dam- 
age, it was estimated, while $9,000 
is believed to cover the damage to 
grain and other contents. A mill 
on the same site was destroyed 
in 1948 by a fire believed to have 
been set by safe-crackers who 
were subsequently apprehended. 
Most of Sunday's damage waa 
caused by dense smoke. 


The various fire departments 


did not reach home until late in 
the afternoon.

guerrilla under sentence of death 
in British Malaya.

FEUD BLAMED 
FOR CRISIS IN 
JAPAN'S DIET 


Takyo (*) — Prime Minister 


Shigeru Yoshida threatened today 
to dissolve the Diet (parliament) 
after the House agreed to con- 
sider a motion of censure against 
his pro-American administration. 


A spokesman for his dominant 


Liberal party, Eiaku Sato, said 
Yoshida might be forced to invoke 
a law requesting Emperor Hirohito 
to dissolve the, elective body. The 
Emperor cannot deny the request. 


The House threatened to over- 


throw Yoshida's shaky govern- 
ment earlier today by sending to 
a censure committee a motion to 
reprimand the 74-year-old Prime 
Minister for calling a rival a 
"stupid idiot." 


Yoshida tonight dismissed Agri- 


culture Minister Kozen Hirokawa 
on grounds he had been uncoopera- 
tive. 


However, Yoshida waited until 


after the Diet had passed 
the 


budget bill in a night session be- 
fore he fired Hirokawa. 


Opposition spokesmen protested 


against the threat to dissolve the 
Diet. They said the national elec- 
tions were held only last October 
and that they were "extremely ex- 
pensive" for both the government 
and candidates. 


Yoshida dissolved the Diet last 


August as the climax of a feud 
with Ichiro Hatoyama, speaker of 
the House. 


Yoshida 
called an*, emergency 


meeting of the Cabinet today to 
study the situation.

Publishers Cite Many 


Papers Boosting Rates 


New York (IP)—The American 


"Newspaper Publishers Association 
said last week reports indicate in- 
creased costs from newsprint and 
wage increases have forced 
141 


daily newspapers in 25 states to in- 
crease single copy prices above 
five cents a copy. 


Up to now, the ANPA said, 45 


of the 141 daily newspapers are 
selling at six cents. These 45 are 
in 13 states. 


Seventy newspapers in 16 states 


are selling at seven cents, ANPA 
said, and 26 newspapers in three 
states are selling at ten cents.

Seoul (IP)—Allied infantrymen 


—battling at times inside their 
own bunkers—last night smashed 
a 750-man Chinese Communist as- 
sault against the main U. N. line 
on the Western Korean Front. 


The U. S. Eighth Army reported 


the Reds were routed in a 3%-hour 
close-quarter 
fight. 
American, 


French and Thai 
infantrymen 


joined in the battle and were sup- 
ported by British Commonwealth 
artillery. 


The Chinese penetrated United 


Nations defenses at one point on a 
5,500-yard front near Little Gib- 
raltar Hill -west of Yonchon and 
partly overran an American pla- 
toon, but the Americans stood 
their ground and kicked the Reds 
out. 


The Eighth Army reported near- 


ly 200 Chinese were killed or 
wounded. 


It was the heaviest Communist 


attack in more than a month. 


Rain and wet snow fell on the 


battlefront today after the Reds 
retreated to their own lines. 
It 


turned the scene of Sunday night's 
battle into a veritable quagmire 
and made it difficult to communi- 
cate with the front lines. 


The overcast grounded U. N, 
warplanes.

Tehran, Iran (AP) — Mobs 


shouting anti - American slo- 
gans stoned U. S. cars and 
homes today as riots con- 
tinued in Iran's capital. Pre- 
mier Mohammed Mossadegh's 
supporters appeared to be 
gaining the upper hand in the 
demonstrations which have 
alternately assailed and de- 
fended the aged Nationalist 
leader. 


Crowds hurled rocks at 
American homes on Roose- 
velt Ave., at the U. §. 
bassy's administrative 
selor Laurence C. Laurence 
C. Frank, and at cars driven 
by Embassy attache Warren 
Silver and by a secretary^ 
Betty White. None of them 
was hurt. 


One Iranian student was stabbed 


to death in a fight between Mos- 
sadegh supporters and members 
of the outlawed Communist Tudeh 
party trying to join a demonstra- 
tion backing the premier. 


The enraged mob carried th« 


body of the student—a Mossadegh 
follower — to 
the 
Parliament 


Square and paraded it above the 
crowd, which swelled to an esti- 
mated 8,000 persons. 


The crowd finally became so 


threatening that police dispersed 
it by shooting into the air and 
firing tear gas bursts. 


At the anti-American outbreak.

Potter County Court on March 1 
for sentence on a conviction of 
voluntary manslaughter 
in 
the 


death of Charles P. Van Pelt, 19, 
member of a socially prominent 
Philadelphia family. 


Judge Walter P. Wells denied a 


defense motion for a new trial on 
Saturday and fixed the date for 
Sallade's sentence. He faces a pos- 
sible maximum sentence 
of 12 


years in prison "and a $6,000 fine. 


Sallade, operator of an airport 


at nearby Cherry Springs Lake, 
was charged with the fatal shoot- 
ing of Van Pelt and wounding of 
Erwin Bergdoll, 19, when the two 
youths, on a camping trip, ap- 
proached the airport last Sept. 1. 
Bergdoll recovered. 


Sallade testified at his trial he 


thought the youths were intent 
upon burglarizing the airport. He 
said the place had been robbed 
several times previously. 


Sen. James S. Berger, Sallade's 


counsel, said a decision as to ap- 
pealing the conviction will be made 
before sentence is imposed. 


MORE SNOW FOR THE 


AREA IS PROMISED 


Pittsburgh (JP)—Snow expected 


to total three to five inches began 
to fall today, bringing some of the 
worst driving conditions of the 
winter to Western Pennsylvania.

The hearings, now scheduled to 


begin next week, may last through 
March. 
They are receiving top 


priority over discussion of new 
taxes and other major administra- 
tion measures. 


Meanwhile, a Fair Employment 


Practices Commision bill—second 
major administration bill to be in- 
troduced to date—was expected to 
make its long-delayed appearance. 


Sen. 
T. Newell Wood (R-Lu- 


zerne) is expected to introduce 
the FEPC bill in the Senate. The 
house measure will have several 
Republican sponsors. 


The twice-amended administra- 


tion constitutional convention bill 
was in position for final passage 
in the House as the late afternoon 
session opened.

Milk Priice Is Revised 


' New York.—A revised estimate 
'of S4.23 per hundredweight as the 
uniform price for February milk 
deliveries has been issued by Dr.

NON-COMMUNIST OATH 


It is a commonplace 
that Communists lie as 


easily as they talk. They think nothing of swearing 
a false oath if its suits their tactics of the moment. 


One may wonder, therefore, how the non-Commu- 


nist oath required of all union officials by the Taft- 
Hartley law coula ever have been even slightly use- 
ful. 
Nevertheless it was. 


That was so because many key labor men in 


1946 and 1947 were well known as Reds. They could 
not have succeeded at the bald device of false swear- 
ing. Thus a good number were pushed off the labor 
stage. 
Others uere penalized in a different 
way, 


when the CIO purged whole unions that were domi- 
nated by Communist leadership. 


But the pattern has changed. Key Red operators 


are deeper underground today and those planted in 
unions are not so easily recognizable. They can take 
the anti-Commurist oath and never bat an eye. and 
who will be the wiser? 


The administration and some top lawmakers are 


talking of requiring the same oath of corporation 
managers, to "balance"' matters. But the chances 
are that the oaJi has outlived its usefulness and 
might better be discarded altogether.

Carrying Action to Red China 
Poses Some Practical Problems

WASHINGTON— (NEA)—Complete blockade of the Communist 


China coast and turning loose the forces of Chiang Kai-shek 


against the China mainland raise certain practical problems for the 
people who would have to carry out such measures. 


This may be one of the more important reasons why Secretary of 


State John Foster Dulles was able to tell the U. S. Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee that the Eisenhower administration had no 
plans for such a blockade now. 


As psychological warfare or cold war pressure against the Com- 


munists, the talk of more positive action is tops. It throws the Reds 
off balance and puts them on the defensive. 


The current impression that these are brand new ideas, however, 


is not absolutely accurate. Ever since President Eisenhower returned 
from Korea in December, the additional measures that might be 
taken to shorten the Korean war have been openly talked about. 


The apparent intent has been to let the American people and the 


leaders and people of other United Nations think these matters 
through and get used to the ideas they present. To be effective, 
any new actions in the Pacific must have support of the people at 
home, for increased casualties may be involved in the beginning. 
TT has been emphasized that a year or more might be required to 
•*• complete all other plans. Withdrawal of the Seventh Fleet may 
therefore be considered only a first step. 


Blockade of the China coast might be a natural second step. In 


carrying this out, however, certain precautions might have to '>e con- 
sidered. 


A blockade by one country against the commerce of another is 


an act of war. It can be argued—as Senator Taft argues—that the 
U. S. is already at war with Red China, and they started it. 


A blockade of Red China by the U. S. would be a calculated risk. 


There is a way to avoid this risk by having the United Nations 
declare the blockade. This would be going only one step beyond, 
action already taken by the UN. 


In February, 1951, the UN General Assembly declared Communist 


China an aggressor in Korea. An Additional Measures Committee 
of representatives from 14 nations was named to recommend appro- 
priate action. 


In May, 1951, this committee recommended a -strategic embargo" 


against Red China. It called upon all nations to refrain from 
sending arms and military supplies to the aggressors. The U. S. had 
previously declared a total embargo on shipments to the Communist 
countries, but other nations did not go that far. 
'J'HE UN Additional Measures Committee is still in existence, though 


it has not met for some time. A logical step when the UN Gen- 


eral Assembly reconvenes at the end of February would be a pro- 
posal for a complete blockade of the China coast. 


Whether the General Assembly would approve such a blockade 
» anybody's guess. If it did, it would provide the backing of inter-

at the ciossmg.

Carr, of Youngsville, said the 
wreck of the Plymouth coupe, with 
the body of the diiver still in it, 
hooked upon toe fiist diesel unit, 
was dragged about 325 feet be- 
fore it dropped off the right side 
of the tracks, free of the train, 
when two cais were derailed at a 
siding switch.

Los Angeles Club 
Hears Story About 
The First Oil Well 


Los Angeles — The Los Angel- 


es Breakfast club heard the story 
of the world's first oil well at Ti- 
tusville. Pa., from Edward Steidle, 
dean of the School of Mineral 
Industries of Pennsylvania State 
College, in an address here. 


"It is hard to realize," Dean 


Steidle said, "that the petroleum 
industry, one of the largest in- 
dustries in the country, stemmed 
less than a hundred years ago 
from -the courageous initiative of a 
canal boat operator, two lawyers, 
a retired railroad conductor and 
a l>lacksinith." 


"Uncle Billy" Smith, the black- 


smith, dipped a container into a 
well he had completed August 
27, 1859 for the conductor, "Col." 
E. L. Drake, and found oil, the 
speaker said. The oil was shipped 
to Pittsburgh to be refined by 
the former canal boat operator, 
Samuel Kier, the club was told. 
The two New England lawyers 
who had formed the company to 
drill 
for 
oil, the 
educator ex- 


plained, were George H. Bissell and 
Jonathan G. Eveleth. 


"What had been termed 'Drake's 


Folly' was quickly recognized as 
a new and inexpensive way of 
producing untold quantities of 
crude 
oil," Steidle said. "The 


growth of tills new industry never 
wavered from that day on." 


The drilling of the first oil well, 


the speaker added, "was an event 
that could happen only in a coun- 
try where men were free to do 
what appeared foolish, and to risk 
great losses on the small chance 
that great gains could be their 
personal 
reward if they were 


successful." 


Steidle called attention to the 


establishment at Penn State of 
four undergraduate scholarships in 
memory of Colonel Drake by John 
P. Herrick 
of 
Olean, N. Y., a 


breakfast club member. 


"The promising young men who 


are aided by these scholarships," 
Steidle said, "will take their prop- 
er place in that vast army of 
mineral 
technologists who will 


work out the destiny of the 
petroleum industry."

$ 11,000,000 Will Be Spent on 
Gamma Globulin Campaign 


New York—The March of Dimes 


will spend $11,000,000 for gamma 
globulin in launching the nation's 
first massive war of prevention 
againat paralytic polio, it was an- 
nounced today by Basil O'Connor, 
president of the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis. 


Mr. O'Connor Bald the $11,000,- 


000 would be spent through June 
30. 1954 In a long-range plan aim* 
ed at Ming the nation through any 
polio emergencies that might arise 
during the next two years. 


The National Foundation had 


announced earlier that it would 
spend upwards of $5,000,000 for 
gamma globulin supplies through 
June 30 of this year, but since 
then, Mr. O'Connor said. "We have 
recognized there are no indications 
of any sharply increased produc- 
tion of this material. 


"It became clear," he added, 


"that we must now plan to assist 
the nation to the greatest extent 
possible in producing the maxi- 
mum amount for the polio season 
of 1954." 


Gamma globulin is a fraction of 


adult human blood which contains 
disease-fighting antibodies. March 
of Dimes field studies in 1951 and 
1952 proved GG—as it is called for 
short—to be temporarily effective 
in preventing the paralysis caused 
by polio. . 


The main drawback, Mr. O'Con- 


nor said—aside from the tempor- 
ary nature of GG's effectiveness—• 
is the fact that there is only a lim- 
ited amount of equipment avail- 
able to produce this material. As 
a result, it is in short supply 
Stock inventories now available, 
togther with all that may be pro- 
duced this year, will provide only 
enough dosages for approximately 
1,000,000 of the 46,000,000 children 
in 
the 
most 
susceptible 
age 


groups, Mr. O'Connor pointed out. 


Mr. O'Connor said the long- 


range $11,000,000 program was hit 
upon as a means of providing 
"complete assurance"" that a maxi- 
mum number of children can be 
protected in 1954. . 


"It is true," Mr. O'Connor said, 


"that March of Dimes research 
has come up with an experimental 
vaccine which it is hoped will give 
permanent protection against po- 
liomyelitis.. But the fact is, this 
substance has not yet been tested. 
Until it .is, we must take every 
step possible in providing the na- 
tion with whatever protection is 
available." 


Mr. O'Connor revealed that the 


gamma globulin involved in the 
purchases 
announced today is 


being sold to the March of Dimes 
voluntarily by five of the nation's 
leading 
pharmaceutical 
houses. 


Thy agreed on Feb. 16 to sell their 
entire inventories and production 
through June 30, 1954 to the Nat- 
ional Foundation. 


Gamma Globulin purchased In 


this manner, Mr. O'Connor ex- 
plained, will be turned over to a 
national stockpile under control of 
the Office of Defense Mobilization 
for allocation according to a pre- 
viously 
determined distribution 


plan. 


Mr. O'Connor said part of the 


$11,000,000 would be spent on the 
purchase of fractioning equipment, 
needed in the processing of GG, as 
a means of widening the availabil- 
ity of the material. He explained 
the March of Dimes had two basic

reasons for buying so-called "com- 
mercial" gamma globulin. 


"In the first place," he said, "it 


has been proven that it is effec- 
tive against measles and infect- 
ious hepatitis. 
Therefore, it is 


important that material needed for 
prevention of these diseases be a 
part of the over-all national stock- 
pile for controlled allocation. 


"And 
secondly, we hope that 


tests will show that much of this 
'commercial' GG is equally effec- 
tive against paralytic polio. The 
March of Dimes studies which 
proved the effectiveness of GG in 
relation to paralytic polio utilized 
gamma globulin collected in large 
pools and proven to contain anti- 
bodies to the three known poll* 
virus types." 


To be effective against polio, Mr. 


O'Connor added, GG must contain 
antibodies to all three virus types, 
since antibodies against one type 
will not protect against the other 
two types. 


The GG which the March of 


Dimes is preparing to buy, Mr. 
O'Connor said, is collected by the 
pharmaceutical houses 
through 


their own blood banks and from 
placental material obtained from 
hospitals throughout the country. 


"There is reason to believe," he 


declared, "that gamma globulin 
collected on this widespread basis 
may, on further testing, be found 
to be equal in effectiveness to the 
material used in our original field 
trials."
